This institution is one of the four Shite Normal Schools under the 
direction of the Massachusetts Board of Education. It was established by 
the Com i non wealth, with the co-operation of the citizens of Bridgewater, 
and the lirst class was received September 9, LS4G. The number of different 
pupils since its establishment lias been two thousand two hundred sixteen; 
of these, thirteen hundred thirteen have completed the prescribed course of 
study, and received certificates or diplomas. 


Conditions of Adinissioih 


Gentlemen applying for admission must be at least seventeen years of 
age: ladles, sixteen. Candidates must present a satisfactory certificate of 
good moral character; must declare their full intention of faithfully observ¬ 
ing (ho regulations of the school while members of it, and of afterwards 
teaching in the public schools of Massachusetts;* and must pass \satisfac- 
Lury examination in Heading, Spelling, Writing, Arithmetic, Geography, the 
History of the United States, and English Grammar. A greater age and 
higher attainments than those prescribed, with some experience in teaching, 
make the course of study in the school much more valuable to the pupil. 
These requirements will be strictly enforced, 

The next examination for admission takes place on Tuesday, September 7 T 
187 o, beginning at nine o'clock, a.m. 


Desi^p of tl)e School. 


The design of the Normal School is strictly professional; that is, to 
prepare, in the best possible manner, the pupils for the work of organizing, 
governing, and teaching the public Schools of the Commonwealth. 

To this end, there must be the most thorough knowledge; firsts of the 
branches of learning required to be taught in the schools; and second , of the 
best methods of teaching those branches.

The Board of Education, by a vote passed January 9, 136fi, prescribed 
the following course of study for the State Normal Schools: — 

<l The tinui of the course extends through a period of two years, and In divided Into forms 
of twenty weeks each* with doily sessions of not less than five hours, five days each

•Hit connection with the foregoing, constant and careful attention to be 
given throughout the course to Drawing and Delineations on the black¬ 
board; Vocal Music; Spelling, with derivations and definitions; Reading, 
including analysis of sounds and vocal gymnastics; and Writing. 

u The Latin and French languages may be pursued as optional studies, 
but not to the neglect of the English course. 

General exercises in Composition, Gymnastics, Object Lessons, etc,, 
to be conducted in such a manner and at such limes as the Principal shall 
deem best. 

Lectures on the different branches pursued, and on related topics, to foe 
given by gentlemen from abroad, as the Board of Visitors shall direct, and 
also by the teachers and more advanced scholars. 

*<■ The order of the studies in the course may be varied in special cases, 
with the approval of the Visitors.”

A supplemental course of study, occupying two years, is provided for 
the graduates of the shorter course who desire to prepare themselves for the 
higher departments of teaching, which Includes the Latin, French and 
German languages, tile higher Mathematics, and the other branches required 
to be taught in the High Schools of the State. 

Pupils who, on entering the school, have in view the completion of this 
higher course, may take a part of Its studies in connection with a part of 
the branches in the shorter course, and in this way, at the end of four years, 
be prepared to graduate from both courses simultaneously. This arrange-

mcut ^ives the students the benefit of the study of the languages in connec¬ 
tion with the study of the other branches of the course. Graduates of the 
School who may desire to take the Advanced Course are requested to communicate 
with the Principal as early as possible. Graduates from this course are in special 
demand for the best positions. An AJctoanced Class mill be formed at the opening 
of the next term , 

Mxr\$ kqci Metl|oJs of Study kr\tl TVhirpiig. 

tiie ends chiefly aimed at in tills school are, the acquisition of tlie neces¬ 
sary knowledge of the Principles and Methods of Education, and of the 
various branches of study, the attainment of skill in the art of teaching, 
and the general development of the mental powers. 

From the begiijing to the end of the course, all studies arc conducted 
with especial reference to the best ways of teaching them. Recitations, 
however excellent, are not. deemed satisfactory, unless every pupil is able 
to teach others that which he has himself learned. In every study the 
pupils in turn occupy temporarily the place of teacher of their classmates, 
and are subjected to their criticisms as well as those of their regular teacher. 
During the Senior term, object lessons are given to classes of primary 
school children, so that every pupil obtains, before graduating, considerable 
experience in teaching children to observe, think, and give expression to 
thought. 

All the studies are conducted upon the topical plan. Text-books are 
used, only as books of reference. The committing of text-books to memory 
is avoided, the students being trained to depend upon objects of thought 
rather than words. 

Students are expected to govern themselves; to do without compulsion 
what is required, and to refrain voluntarily from ali improprieties of con¬ 
duct. Those who are mi willing to conform cheerfully to the known wishes 
of the Principal and his Assistants, are presumed to he unfit to become 
teachers. 

It is not deemed necessary to awaken a feeling of emulation, in order 
to induce the scholars to perform their duties faithfully. Faithful attention 
to duty is encouraged for its own sake, and not for the purpose of obtaining 
certain, marks of credit. 

I'JxaiqMiattoii, Qtaduatiob at|d F)ii\ployniei|t. 

Examinations, both oral and written, are made ^each term in every 
study, and the result in each must be satisfactory to enable the pupil to 
advance to the studies next In order. Only those pupils who have satisfac¬ 
torily passed all the examinations in the prescribed course of study receive 
the diploma of the Institution, The demand for graduates of both sexes, to 
fill good positions In the public schools, Is greater than the school can at 
present supply.

This institution has a valuable Library of works for general reference 
and reading, to which the pupils have daily access- Teztrhooks tn nearly 
all the required studies are furnished to students without charge * It also has 
Apparatus, excellent in quality, for the illustration of the more important 
principles in the physical sciences. It has a CABINET of minerals and other 
specimens used lit teaching Natural History, 

The LABORATORY has been enlarged and furnished, so that each 
member of the class has a place at the chemical tables, and all perform 
experiments at the same time. 

The Art Room is handsomely fitted up and furnished with the best 
kind of furniture and instruments, with a large number of the finest exam¬ 
ples of casts, models, and tlat copies, affording excellent facilities for teach¬ 
ing in the various departments of drawing, and furnishing a constant study 
of art to the members of the School*

The School-Year is divided into two terms of twenty weeks each, 
including a recess of one week near the middle of the term. 

The next Term will commence on Tuesday* September 7,1875, and will clone 
on Tuesday r January 25, 1376. 

The next Spring Term will commence on Wednesday, February 23, IS70, 

The present term will close on Tuesday, July 13, 1S75* with public 
exercises of Examination and Graduation, commencing at $1 o'clock, a*m. 

$£}\oo\ tfegulatmris. 

Pupils are expected to attend public worship on the Sabbath, at any 
church they may select* 

At least one hour of exercise in the open air is required each day, 
weather and health permitting. 

All study hours, at home and at school , are to be spent quietly, and 
withoul communicalion . 

The hour for retiring is not later than ten o'clock , at all seasons of the 
year* Pupils must devote a proper amount of lime to sleep. Seven hours 
of undisturbed repose is the minimum* Unseasonable rising and study will 
be regarded as a violation of the rules of the Institution. 

No absence or tardiness is allowed except in extreme cases. 

Every absence from town must be on leave previously obtained from 
the Principal.

Tito State lias erected upon the school premises a very pleasant and 
commodious Boarding Hall* which will accommodate all the pupils who 
desire board. Two students occupy one room. Each room has two closets, 
is carpeted, supplied with furniture, including mattress and pillows, heated 
by steam, lighted by gas. and thoroughly ventilated. One wing of the hall 
is occupied by the gentlemen. 

The Hall is under the charge of the Principal, who resides in the house 
and boards with the students. Xo pains are spared to make the Halt in 
every respect a home for the pupils* It has a beautiful location, and every 
room is pleasant. A Heading Hoorn, supplied with newspapers, periodicals, 
and some of the best new books, and a Gymnasium, are provided for the 
daily use of the students. 

The Hall was built, and furnished by the State, The hoarders are to pay 
die current; expenses, which include hoard, fuel, light, waslilrjg, and the 
expense of keeping the Hall and its furniture in good condition. The aim 
is, to make these expenses not more than $80 a term, or 34 a week, for 
gentlemen; and for ladles not more than 37f> a term, or $3.75 a week. 
Boarders who remain for any period less than half a term will be charged 
25 cents a week additional. The expense thus far has not exceeded the sum 
specified.

Payments* — $40 for each gentleman, anil $37*50 far each lady, at. the 
beginning of the term; and The same amount for each at the middle of the 
term. The object of this payment in advance is, to secure the purchase of 
supplies at wholesale cash prices, thereby saving to each boarder much 
more than the interest of the money advanced* 

Furniture, — Each boarder is required to bring bedding* towels, 
napkins and napkin-ring, and clothes bags* Each occupant will want, 
ordinarily* four pillow-cases* three sheets, two blankets or their equivalent, 
and one coverlet for a double bed. It is required that every article which 
goes to the laundry be distinctly and indelibly marked with the owner s 
name* 

pupils living on the line of the railroad* and wishing to board at home, 
can obtain tickets for the term at reduced rates*

Tuition is Finns to all who comply with the condition of teaching In 
the schools of Massachusetts, wherever they may have previously resided. 
Pupils who fail to comply with this condition are charged a reasonable stun 
for tuition. A fee of $2.00 is paid by eacli pupil at the beginning of the 
term, for incidental expenses. 

For the assistance of those students who are unable to meet the ex- 
penses of the course of instruction in the school, the State makes an annual 
appropriation, one-half of which is distributed at thu close of each temi 
among pupils from Massachusetts who merit and need the aid. in suras 
varying according to the distance of their residences from Bridgewater, but 
uot exceeding in any case $1.50 a reek. This aid is not tarnished during 
the first term of attendance. It Is ( spooled that those who do not complete 
the prescribed course of study, an 1 those who do not teach in the public 
schools of Massachusetts will refun i any amount they have received from 
the bounty of the Stale. Applications for this aid are to be made to the 
Principal in writing.
